Abstract 


A portable, foldable or stationary lounger is comprised of a rectangular frame and cover. 
The frame includes a backrest section, a seat section and a foot rest section. The cover is 
composed of a fabric material firm enough to support a large person. The backrest section 
provides a horizontal rectangular opening with a recessed fabric cavity sewn to the seams 
of said opening. The opening also has a fabric flap sewn to the upper horizontal edge of 
the cavity opening. The adjacent sides of the flap are lined with Velcro™ and the 
corresponding edges of the opening of the cavity are also lined with Velcro™. When the 
flap is open and the cavity is exposed it allows for a woman to lie on her stomach with 
her breast lying within the provided cavity. When the flap is closed and secured by the 
Velcro™ closure, it allows for a storage area and a continuous flat surface to lay on ones 
back.
